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THE HALIFAX PLOT 
WAS VERY ORDINARY 


Dockyard Was Not Worked Overtime 
To Make Votes, as Alleged— 
Storekeeper Refused to Give Evi- 
dence and His Commitment Was 
Asked For. 


Halifax, N.8., November 3.—The 
Halifax “plot” alleged by the Con- 
servatives to have been worked with 
a view te using employment at the 
dockyard as a direct influence for 
votes was shrivelled to very «mall di- 
mensions when evidence was taken 
concerning it at the poliee court this 
morning before Stipendiary Magis- 
trate Fielding. 

The most interesting episode of the 
mornings was the refusal of George 
MeNamara, storekeeper of the doek- 
yard, to give evidence as to a con- 
vereation between himself aud = the 
Deputy Minister of Marine, on the 
ground that it would be a violation 
of his obligation not to make public 
the business of the department. Mr. 
Ritchie, K.C., the former law  part- 
ner of Mr Borden, and prosecutor in 
this case, asked the magistrate to 
commit the witness for contempt of 


court, The appiication was taken 
into consideration and decision — re- 
served, 


J. W. Creighton and Charles Henry 
are the men agaffist whom the charge 
of conspiracy is laid. The specific 
act charged ia that of promising 
Robert Cook empioyment in the dock- 
yard in order to induce him io vote 
for the Liberal candidates. 

No Extra Rush, 

McNamara was called giid examin- 
.ed both by Mr.’ Ritehie ‘and by the 
Deputy Minister of Marine, He de- 
seribed the system by which men 
secure employment in the dockyard. 
There was no rush duting September 
tihd October. * Witness stated that 
the payroll would compare favorably 
with that of 1896.

In Chicago and Milwaukee Electric Rail- 
way—Capital Mysteriously Disappeared. 


Chicago, Nov, 3—Ten million deUars in 
round figures, out of a total of $18,000,006 
out up by investors, for the bankrupt 
‘hicago and Milwaukee Electric Railway 
Company, has gone into something else 
besides construction, according to reports 
4 certified accountants to the receivers 
‘ppeinted by Federal Judge Grosscup, 
The principal feature of the accountants’ 
reports were made public today. 

The reports show that $8,454,000, in- 
cluding the floating debt have been spent 
in the coustruetion of the entire road. 
Outstanding against this is a tetal bona 
and certificate issue of $16,000,000 and 
other debts amounting to $2,169,000, mak- 
ing a total debt of $18,169,000. The differ- 
ence between this amount and the money 
actually expended on the road js $9,715,- 
00, 

Only a hazy idea of the ultimate dis. 
position of this $9,715,000 exists outside 
the circle of the promoters of the eom- 
pany, A trethendously large amount 
was dissipated in the selling of bonds 
at extremely low prices, Until affairs 
are probed through the investors will not 
know all of the quicksands that sucked 
in their money,
